The discovery made late last night that Mr. 

Oby E. Owen, who for fifteen years has filled 
the responsible position of Receiving Teller of 
the Third National Bank, the fifth largest 

financial institution in the city, wasa de- 
faultertothe enormous amount of $150,000, 

was such asensation as banking circles in St. 
Louis have fortuhately, but rarely been 
shockedb y. Mr. Owen is forty years of age, a 
widower with two young children and had 
up to the present time enjoyed a chapacter for 
probity and honor which any man ht have 
envied. The fact that the defalcation 
which has netted him so very large a fortune 
was successfully prosecuted under the eyes of 
nis superior officers in the bank without 
arousing any suspicion of his dishonesty 
is at once the best proof of the 
esteem in which the defaulter had been 
held. Owen’s personal habits and associates 
were apparently of the best. Although not a 
church member himself, he always. during bis 
wife’s lifetime, attended her to churen and 
since ber death he appears to have clung to 
tne habit thus formed. His manners were 
those of a cultivate’ man of tle world. His 
family. connections were of the best; in short, 
he was in all outward semblance an exemplary 


young man, attentive to his du- 
ties at the bank and careful of 
the welfare of his young family. The 


method ot his robberv is not yet well under- 
stood, but it is clear that the money which was 
stolen was used in speculation. It is known 
two or three years ago Owen was running a 
commission business at No. 317 N. Second 
street under the firm name of Owen & Co.“ 
The members of the firm where the defaulting 
teller and his father. The young man was the 
sleeping partner who supplied the capital. 
That the firm lost money is plain from the fact 
that there is none now to replace any of the 
bank’s missing dollars. The heaviest 
reverse which ‘‘Owen & Co.’’ encountered 
was last fall during the great crash on’Ohange. 
As has deen stated, the total 
amount of Owen's defalcation will 
foot up nearly 3150, 000. What proportion of 
the loss will fall upon the bank, cannot now 
be exactly foretold. The liability of the sure - 
ties on Owen’s Official bond will first have to be 
exhausted and his own property. The amount 
is expected to be in the neighborhood of 
$70,000, however. Atter the discovery of Ow- 
en’s untrustworthiness had been made clear 
by an inspection of his books, the young man 
was promptly arrested and conveyed to the 


transferrea to the calaboose of the Four

morning visited bim in his con- 
finement and endeavored to extract 


from him some account ot his transactions.

THERE is something inexpressibly sad and 
pathetic in the story which comes from Dan- 
ville, Illinois, of the three poor servant giris 
who borrowed money to buy arsenic, and 
taking the poison lay down to die together. 
Two of them found surcease from care and 
woe, and the other was rescued upon the 
brink of death. They were employed in a 
cheerless boarding-house. The youngest was 
fourteen and the eldest seventeen years of 


age. One wasanorphan. They were cut off 


from loving friends and the affection for 
which the human heart yearns, and all the 
world was a desert waste of unbroken toil to 
them in which there appeared no oasis of 
hope. The eldest girl left a letter telling how 
her father had driven her to domestic service 
by taking a bad woman into his home. Surely 
no one will read the brief chronicle of this 
Danville episode without a feeling of pity for 
these poor girls who were friendless in a 
world of friends, homeless in a world of 
homes, and isolated in the midst of multi- 
tude. How many poor girls have we in this 
city to-day hovering between death and 
shame and struggling in a menial obscurity, 
where no friendly hand is stretched forth to 
aid and no kind words are spoken to cheer? 


At the close of the recent great oratorical 
tornado at Excelsior Springs, the temperance 
folks concluded that they had not had quite 
as good a showing fas they were entitled to 
and they pressed H. MARTIN WILLIAMS into 
their service for a parting exhortation on 
their side.

And before he 
edula lead them in imagination from the in- 
terior of Kubla Khan’s (or BESsEHL’s) 
stately pleasure dome along the dark river 
that ran through caverns measureless 
to man down to a unless sea in- 
tested with saurian horrors, the weait- 
ing hackman yelled “train time,“ and 
Brother WILLIAMS was forced to leave tue 
temperance side of the picture unfinished. 
The demoralizing effect is said to have been 
deplorable. Rehearsals of the speaker’s gay 
tableaux have exhausted the private drug- 
store resources upon which prohibition relies 
in Clay county, and CRITTENDEN and ST.

OvR local columns give ample details to- 
day of the crime of O. E. OWEN, Receiving 
Teller of the Tnird National Bank, who lies in 
jail under the charge of embezzling $150,000 
of the bank’s funds. This young man’s weak- 
ness was speculation. He came of a respect- 
able family, he had no outward bad habits, 
he had a loving family and he stood well in 
the institution in which he had risen by his 
own exertions from a clerkship. Of course he 
enjoyed the confidence of everybody. Other- 
wise he would not have been promoted to the 
position of Receiying Teller. Ten years ago 
he began dealing in options. He bought ‘*‘fu- 
tures’’. in cotton, corn and pork. First with 
his own money, perhaps, and then with the 
funds of the bank as his losses ageregated. It 
is the old story. He expected to make a 
big winning. This good lyoung man, who 
would have scorned to enter a faro-bank or a 
pool-room, became a gambler of the most 
extreme type. He saw his stolen money 
swallowed up as ina maelstrom every day, 
and yet he stole and played week after week 
in the hope of retrieving his losses. He 
kept his books skillfully—so skillfully that 
the bank examiner who looked at them a few 
months ago pronounced them correct—and 
yet who can imagine the agony that racked 
his soul as he realized that the day of the 
inevitable exposure was drawing near. The 
shame and disgrace have come at last, and 
the ruin and punishment which will follow 
have doubtless brought relief to the tortured, 
fearful, crime-haunted man. Of course the 
Third National Bank will suffer no particular 
inconvenience from the defalcation. There 
is a surplus of $250,000 on hand, which, with 
premiums on bonds, etc., gives ithe bank 
$350,000 over and above its capital of $1,000,- 
000. The bank officials fromthe first have 
acted in amaniy and sensible way. They 
have met the matter squarely and have given 
the public all the facts connected with. the 
defalcation. It may be claimed that this sad 
incident displays carelessness on the part of 
the bank officials. It rather demonstrates 
that it is almost impossible to compel hon- 
esty on the part of men holding positions of 
trust, and decidedly difficult to detect the 
transactions of bank employes who are de- 
termined to be thieves.

WITH a view to showing upon whom the 
duty of prosecuting offenses against the 
dramshop laws properly rests, we quote the 
following from chapter 37, article II., section 
10, city ordinances: 

I¢ shall be the special duty of the Collector 
to see that the provisions of this article are en- 
forced. 

Also from the same chapter and article, 
section 8: 

It shall be the duty of the police to see that 
all ordinances in regard to dramshops are 
enferced, and for this purpose it shall be the 
duty of the Police Commissioners to inform the 
members of the police of all ordinances in re- 
gard to dramshops. 

Also from Revised Statutes, section 5451: 

Every civil officer and every officer ot in- 
corporated cities and towns, having knowl- 
edge of the violation of any of the preceding 
provisions of the chapter [on dramshops] shall 
give information thereof to the grand jury. 

We respectfully eommend consideration of 
the above to all concerned. ’

A Card From Dr. Eliot. 
Sr. Louis, June 24, 1882, 
To the Editor ot the Post-Dispatch: 

Your statement about the Uhrig’s Gave eon- 
test was so evidently intended to be fair that 
I ask room for one or two corrections: 

1. There is no ‘*bitterness’’ of feeling on my 
part nor on the part of those who act with me. 
Itis simply a case of self-protection in our 
legal rights, and in the interests of morality 
and good order, Two-thirds, at least, of the 
householders and nine-tenths of the tax-pay- 
ers on the block, exclusive of the Cave itself, 
are opposed to the dramshop, either with or 
without license. As president of a girls’ 
seminary on the same block, with 400 pupils 
and twenty-five lady teachers, I feel bound to 
prevent such intrusion if I can. 


2. Collector Hudson, therefore, has merely 

discharged his official duty without fear or 
favor in refusivg a license. See City Ordi- 
nances, chap. 37, art. 2; and also Revised 
Statutes (1879), sec. 5442, in which the State 
law is clearly iaid down. I have found in general 
a spirit of hearty co-operation in all the officers 
for the maintenance of the laws as they are, 
although there may be differences of opinion 
as to the specific duties devolving upon each 
one. It was by their concurrent advice that 
I took personal action, as being the shortest 
— most effectual way of securing the desired 
end. 
3. The violation of law in the present case 
is open and flagrant. Witnesses by the dozen 
are ready to testify both as to having seen 
liquor sold and to having bought it them- 
selves during the last two weeks. . 

4. There was no necessity, therefore, of 
sending any one to the Cave to Duy beer as a 
means of prosecution, nor have 1 personally 
sent any one there at any time for any pur , 

e. But, knowing of several persons who 
ad been there, I requested one of them to ap- 
pear with me before the Prosecuting Attorney, 
so as to make the evidence clear to him before 
his acceptance of my affidavit. The case does 
notin any sense depend upon that witness or 
his testimony. His selection by me for the 
service rendered was a matter of mere con- 
venience. Capt. Huebier informed me at the 
time that be could supplv as many witnesses as 
may be needed for any day in the last week, or 
more, since his attention was first called tothe 
subject, The whole case is now in the hands 
of the Prosecuting Attorney.

Penitentiary, where I served fourteen 
years, lacking a year and two months, which 
1 gained by good behavior, I.worked in the 
cooper-shop,“ turning up his bony hands 
sith their jong, hard, big jointed fingers for 
the iuspection of the officers, “‘and by work- 
ing hard made $800 in extras, which was 
given me when I came away. To-day I ar- 
rived in Chicago, and, like a fool, began 
drinking whisky. To-night I went down to 
the Lake Front, got mixed up with a lot of 
rougas, and was robbed of my money and a 
watch and chain.“ 

Would you know the robbers?’ 

No, I would not. I don't want any man 
arrested on my account; all I want ia a place

They said I shot him because I 
wanted to kiil him. They tried me 
and they convicted me. Aud year after year 
I've worked in the old prison, feeling that 
they oughin't io have sent me there. How I 
suffered! How in the night I would lie 
awake and see my poor partner’s face look- 

ingatme, Heknew I didn’t mean to; he 
knew it was wrong to sentence me. And 
now I aman outcast. My money is gone. I 
have no friends, no home, not one in this 

world that cares forme. I didn’t want to 
come away from there. I want to go back. I 
want to die.“

regarded as a model of management. Presi- 
dent tt and Vice-President Lionberger 
gave undivided attention to its affairs, and it 
seldom happened that those gentlemen could 
not be fonndin the bank parlor during bust- 
ness hours. Cashier Thomas Stoddart was 
looked upon as a front rank man among bank- 
ing experts, and it surprises every one in the 
banking business that any leakages could have 
occurred . extending over any length of time 
to escape his shrewd observation. The indi- 
vidual, foreign and general books were scruti- 
nized regularly, and the teller was frequently 
called upon for examination of the casa. 

The first step toward recovery of 
the losses occasioned by the em- 
bezzlement was taken this morning 
inthe Cireufit Court, Messrs. Overall & Jud- 
son, under instructions trom the bank direct- 
ors, flled a $75,000 attachment guit in the name 
ofthe Third National Bank ,tgainst Obey E. 
Owen, as follows: Plaintiff states it is a cor- 
poration duly organized under the laws of the 
United States for the purpose of carrying on 
the business of banking, having its place of 
business in the city of St. Louis; 
that on the 224 day of June, 1882, 
atthe said cityof St. Louis, the defendant 
without leave and wrongfully took the follow- 
ing propertv of the piaintiffand has not ro- 
turned the same, that is to say, $75,000, con-. 
sisting of gold and silver coin, United 
States Treasury notes and National 
bank notes by which the plaintiff savs that it is 
damaged to the amount of $75,000, for which it 
Keks judgment. This afliant states that the 

laintiffin the above entitled cause has a 
ust demand against the defendant 
therein now due, and that the amount which 
this afiant believes the plaintiff ought to re- 
recover, after allowing all just credits and set- 
Offs, is $75,000, and that this afflant has good 
reason to believe and does be 
lieve that the damages for which 
the action is brought are for injuries arising 
from the commission of a felony, to wit: em- 
bezzloment trom plaintiff. 

THOS. E. TuTT, President. 

The objectof this proceeding is to attaoh ev- 
erything that can be found, ineluding the money 
found on the teller vesterday, and the effects 
at his residence, No. 3426 Franklin avenue. He 
Owns the residence and likewise a house on 
Olive street, between Twenty-third and Twen- 
ty-fourth streets: likewise some real estate 
located in North St. Louis, and some lots on 
the Gravois road. There is a mort 
gage of $6,000 on the family residence. 
Mr. Owen gave a bond to the bank for $30,000, 
including the names of Edwin Harrison and 
Isaac G. Baker. 

VISITED BY HIS SISTER. 

Atll o’clock to-day Mr. Owen received a 
visit from his sister, a prepossessing lady,who 
seemed in the greatest distress. She was con- 
ducted by an ollicer tothe ceil in which her 
brother was confined, and, without 
a word she threw herself into 
his arms sobbing piteously. The 
presence of his sister seemed to completely 
unnerve Mr. Owen, for the next moment he 
fell backward upon the jail floor in a perfect 
stupor and remained there in an unconscious 
condition. Dr. Carson was called and pro 
ceeded to restore the man to consciousness. 
During the next fifteen minutes 
Mr. Owen revived, bat appeared 
to be very ill, and the physician 
sent an order to the police office that no more 
visitors should be adinitted on any account. 
Mr. Owen had a brief conversation with his 
sister, who remained by him tor more than an 
hour, finally departing in great grief. 


Mr. Tutt’s Statement. 

Mr. Chas. E. Tutt, tbe president of the 
bank, was found just after he had sworn out 
& warrant charging Oby E. Owens with em- 
bezzlement. He stated that he believed the 
embezzlement would amount to fully 5150, 
000.

Mr. Stoddart has told you how the 
thefts . were accomplished. You 
must ' remember that we have 
several very large cepositors who come in 
with their deposits afterthe reguiar banking 
hours are over. For instance the Wabash 
taliway makes an average daily deposit of 
$1000,000 and over. Now, it was very easy for 
him to make good any deficitin his daily ac- 
counts out of these large deposits, and then 
make the deposit account alliight next day. 
In other words he was passing over his deficit 
from one day to another during 
ali thess years, and the success 
with which be has managed it speaks volumes 
for his ability. Had it not been thatthe ex- 
amination came at atime he was totally un- 
prepared for it, he would still be at his desk

‘*When were your suspicions aroused?’’ 

About 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon! Until 
then not a soul dreamed of anything wrong 
about Owen, any more than about 
any one else. The books and 
the cash tallied all the time. 
The committee of the direetors are in the 
habit of examining the condition of the bank, 
aud counting the cash at unexpected intervalis’ 
the times of their inspection being unknown to 
anybody but themselves. Yesterday afternoon 
i was notined by the directors to send in my 
cash to be counted, and I passed inthe reserve 
andthe cash in the vault. I went over to Mr. 
Owen's place aud told him to hurry up and 
footup his accounts and send them with bis 
cash intothe directors’ room that they were 
going tO make the customary examina- 
tion. He turned towards me without any 
special alarm or surprise in his face and said: 
‘This eveniug? All right, I'll hurry things up.’ 
I then went to the paying teller, Mr. Yost, and 
gave him the same instructions, and thought 
no more ot the matter for per- 
haps an hour, They had sent my 
cash out and I was going over 
it to see if everything balanced all right, when 
1 looked up and noticed that Owen was not at 
his window. 1 went there and saw his cash 
drawer open, andl asked where be was. A 
clerk told me he was down in the basement, 
and I went there to hear that he had gone 
home sick. I knew then that something was 
wrong and at once communicated my sus- 
picions to the committee. A very hasty ex- 
amination convinced us of the extent of the 
embezzlement, and I went up to Owen’s house 
to Dring him don to the bank. At first he re- 
{used to come, but I made him, and on the 
way down and before the committee he con- 
fessed all. He turned over to me @ great mass 
of tickets for sums which he had 
held out of the cash, and these 
we are going over now. I don't 
know what the tétal will amount to, but 1 
think it must be very near $150,000.’’

It is said that Mr. Owen’s loss on cotton 
footed up fully $50,000, 

It is said that Owen’s method of doing bust- 
ness was to transmit his money directly to New 
York aud then check against it for use on the 
Chicago Board of Trade, where he did most o 
his trading. ' 

One of the items which caused Mr. Owens 
great loss was the sale of 175,000 busbeis of 
wheat against the corner which was manipu- 
lating the April deal. Upon this trade alone 
he lost $25,009. 

Owen was a member in high standing ot St. 
George Episcopal Church, of which his father- 
in-law, John W. Luke, is an officer. He re- 
ceived $3,000 a year as receiving teller of the 
Third National Bank, and he lived very mod- 


estly, to all appearances. 

There seemed to be no diminution whatever 
in the line ot depositors at the Third National 
Rank to day, all depositing the customary 
amount of cash. The drafts on the bank were 
even Hehter than usual, showing a general 
confidence in the institution. 

This morning the vacancy occasioned in the 
bank by the arrest of Owen was temporarily 
filled by the promotion of Mr. Geo. R. Yost, 
paying teller, who will hold ,the positions of 
paving and receiving teller, assisted by Mr. 
Curtis, untilthe bank makes permanent ar- 
rangement. 

The firm of O. E. Owen & Co., at 307 North 
Second street, are engaged in the commission 
business, dealing in butter, cheese and lard. 
The house fs reckoned by Bradstreet as fair, 
having a capital of from $10,000 to $20,600. 
There have been no suspicions of insolvency 
against the firm. 

Cashier Stoddard was busily engaged at his 
desk to-day. To one friend who called upon 
him he said: This thing is just killing me. I 
would have trusted Owen with everythire I 
nad.“ To another he said: ‘‘I was astound- 

d and shocked at the revelation, andI can 
scarcely yet believe it is nota dream.“ 


One of the most intimate friends of Mr. O. E. 
Owen is a gentleman in the general offices of 
the Texas and St. Louis Railroad. He stated 
to-day that Mr. Owen’s habits of life were re- 
markably correct: that he was domestic in his 
tastes and never known to indulge in 
intoxicating Manors. He further said that he 
never heard ot Owens’ dealſug in options or 
futures, nor was he addicted to apy species of 
gambling. In brief, there was no young man 
in St. Louis whom he more highly regarded 
or who was considered more upright an 
moral in his conduct§than the embezzling 


teller. 

Fifteen yeurs ago the Planters’ House was 
owned Fogg & Sperry.Mr. Fogg was from Oneida 
county, New York, and naturally had an in- 
ferest in everybody from his section of the 
State: Among his friends trom Oneida!were the 
Owens, father and son, in whose society he 
was frequetniy to de found, The 
Owens were then engaged in business here, 
but about fourteen years ago a failure was 
encountered. The creditors were principally 
from Oneida county, and they came here to 
assist fn settling up the business, stopping 
meanwhile with Mr. Foge at the Planters’. The 
settlement was finally effected, but Mr. Fogg 
alwavs declared that the creditors were never 
satisfied about the correctness of the affatr. 


Tuts defalcation would probably never have 
occurred had Owen been bonded by the Guar- 
antee Companv of North America, of which 
Bascome & Munson are the St. Louis agents, 
for the system of espionage of that company is 
such that the leakage would have been detect- 
ed and stopped long ago.
